EGYPTIAN - 
BLOCKADE 


\To Be Discussed In 


Security Council 


United Nations, July 24. 
Sir Gladwyn Jebb, of 
Britain, this month's Presi- 
dent of the United Nations 
Security Council, today 
called a meeting for Thurs- 
day to consider an Israeli 
complaint about Egypt’s 
blockade of the Suez Canal. 


The original request for, a 
Council meeting was made by 
Israel 12 days ago. Since then 
private tajiss have been held 
-among the Icading delegates 
with a view. to reaching a 
solution of the question, 


A diplomatic source said to- 
day that in private interviews 
with leading Council members, 
the Egyptian delegate, Fawzi 
Bey,--— indicated-— that ~~ Egypt 
might be pepared to arrive ot 
some compromise which would, 


‘| in effect, lift the blockade. 


The Egyptian, view, as stated, 
wos that Egypt would be pru- 
pared to Jet oif tankers fo 
through the Canal if it could bo 
assured that this would not add 
to Isracl’s “war potential.” 

The Egyptian delegate was 
understood to have given assur- 
ances that his country had no 
desire to | injure . “innocent 
parties" In their shipping trade, 
provided that Israel did not 
thereby benefit militarily In any 
way. : 

On Thursday and Friday the 
Council is expected :to confine 
itself to hearing the complaint 
of Isracl, to be represented by 
the Israeli chief delegate, Mr 
Abba Eben, and Egypt's reply, 
which will ‘be given by Fawzi 
Bey, the chief Egyptian dele- 
gate. 


AGREEMENT REACHED 


Informed sources said today 
that an agreement had _. been 
reachéd etween the United 
States, France and Britaln on a 
Ilne. of approach to the problem.
